The amendment to claim 98 reciting "at least one or the CDRs binding to an epitope of CCR5 changes the scope of the 
claim. The amendment to claim 101, drawn to the monoclonal antibody or fragment comprising "one or more" CDRs also 
changes the scope of the claim. Therefore, newly presented claims 118, 121, 122, which ultimately depend from claim 101 
will not be entered. Newly presented claims 123 and 124 recite "chimeric antibody" and claims 129 and 130 recite 
"monovalent fragment". Neither of these limitations have been considered before. For these reasons, claims 99, 100, 102- 
104, 117, 119 and 120 will be entered and newly proposed claims 98, 101, 118 and 121-134 will not be entered. 
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
